Attempt to Stampede 

“Their attitude seems simply an 
attempt to stampede us into an 
inquiry without sufficient prepara- 
tion. . They are just giving us 
the brush-off,” he declared 

Col. Ralston struck out at the 
railways’ claims of fiinancial ex- 
tremity as a ground for hastening 
the inquiry. 

Most of the C.P.R.'s additional 
revenue calculated under 30 percent 
rate increases in 1947—$37,000,000 
in all—was to go for dividends and 
income tax, he said 

“That's the financial extremity 
of the C.P.R.,” he added 

“As for the C.N.R. no one can 
talk of financial extremity now, 
having regard to the condition it 
was im for years and years.” 

To Carry Burden? 

What the provinces wanted to 
know particularly, he said, was 
whether freight was to be the 
load horse” carrying the bulk of 
the railways’ burden, whether there 
should be increases in other 
branches, or whether additional 
revenue should be a public charge 

The railways had said they could 
not segregate freight expenses from 
passenger charges, but Col. Ralston 
declared this form of separation 
was being done in diversified in- 
dustries. 

Cc. H. Locke, British Columbia 
counsel, interjected that the rail- 
ways had been able to furnish this 
information at rate hearings in 1911 
and 1920, 

F. C. 8. Evans, C.P.R. counsel, re- 
iterated the railways’ contention 
that, while such charges could be 
broken down through a formula 
they would not be accurate 

“It would take months, all to no 
purpose.” 

Speaks for Alberta 

L. A. Forsyth, acting for the 
provinces of Manitoba, Saskatche- 
wan and Alberta, declared the rail- 
ways were saying they could not 
tell whether they were losing money 
on passengers or freight and were 
merely telling the public: “We need 
so much money, and the people 
who pay freight have got to pro- 
vide it.” 

The three provinces he repre- 
sented, he said, felt they were car- 
rying a very heavy burden in freight 
rates, and already were “overloaded.” 
They felt they were entitled to know 
how much they were expected to 
pay of the $85,000,000 in additional 
revenue the two roads expect to get 
from the increase, 

“If they are carrying too heavy 
a load,” Mr. Forsyth declared, “they 
wish to be able to show it so that 
the board can find some way to 
get the money without further bur- 
dening an already overburdened 
people.” 

“We are not trying to beat the 
railroads out of anything,” he added, 


“but the governments I represent | 


want a thorough investigation.”

Toll of 59 Lives

Plane crashes in three countries 
took a toll of 59 lives during the 
week-end on the basis of unofficial 
and official reports 

The greatest number of fatalities 
were caused when a Chinese air- 
liner crashed near Tsingtao Sunday 
Unconfirmed reporis said 43 per- 
sons — al! those aboard the plane - 
were killed 

A seaplane of Panair Do Brasil 
line crashed Saturday into a branch 
of the Amazon river in northern 
Brazil and 11 passengers and crew 
members were killed, said reports 
reaching Rio de Janeiro 

Five persons were reported killed 
and 21 injured in three plane 
crashes Sunday night in the eastern 
United States 

Snow, sleet and rain which hit a 
wide area extending as far as 250 
miles around New York City were 
blamed for the U. S. crashes. 

A Nationwide Transport Service 
Inc., plane, crashed in a densely 
wooded section of Carmel, near 
Vineland, N. J., during a heavy 
snowstorm, killing three and _  in- 
juring 19 others 

Later an American Airlines plane 
prevented from landing at New 
York's La Guardia field by a heavy 
snowstorm, crash landed on a Long 
Island beach but only two of the 16 
persons aboard — the pilot and co- 
pilot were injured 

In Scott County, Va., about 25 
miles west of Gate City, two persons 
were killed as their plane crashed 
on a flight from Mt Pleasant 
Mich., to Flordia 

Twenty passengers and three 
crew members were reported aboard 
Nationwide Air Transport ship 
State police reported 21 were in- 
jured and three died later. One of 
those in hospital with injuries was 
Boxer Willie Pep. His condition was 
described as “good.” 

A spokesman for American Air- 
lines said its plane, with fuel sup- 
ply running low and unable to find 
a landing place between Washing- 
ton, D. C., and New England, settied 
on the beach — with its wheels up 


Living Costs Keep 
On Steady Keel 


OTTAWA, (CP) — The Canadian 
cost-of-living index is maintaining 
a steady keel. 

The dominion bureau of statistics 
reported Sunday that on the basi: 
1935-1939 equals 100 the index on 
Dec. 2 was 127.1, unchanged frem 
November. However, it was seven 
points higher than for a similar 
period last year and 26.1 percent 
higher than in August 1939 

There was a fractional decre 
in the food index, from 146.6 
November to 1464 in December 
Lower prices for eggs and some 
vegetables were chiefly responsible, 
but small increases in several other 
groups balanced the loss in food: 

Fuel and light advanced from 
108.6 in November to 109.2 with 
scattered increases in western coal 
prices. Clothing advanced from 
131.1 to. 131.2 and home furnishing 
and services rose from 129.2 to 129.4 
The miscellaneous group was un- 
changed at 114.1 and rentals were 
steady at 113.4 

The composite index of farm 
product wholesale prices rose .2 of 
a point to 113.5 between the weeks 
of Nov. 29 and Dec. 27. Over the 
last year it advanced 3.7 percent 
December changes among groups 
were small 

The composite level for 30 in 
dustria] material prices rose 5 of a 
point to 106.3 between Nov. 29 and 
Dec. 27 supported mainly by highe: 
quotations for food materials. The 
index for this group registered a 
gain of 1.6 points to 106.5, due to 
further strength in hogs and steers 

The manufacturing materials 
series index, at 91.1 as the month 
closed, recorded a net gain of 3.

The cabinet's reversal of policy 
with regard to the German pris- 
oners-of-war should serve as 
an object lesson to us all, It was 
an example of how democracy 
works, At first it was reported 
that 2,200 of the PW's—all those 
still in Canada at the time — 
were to be kept here to make 
up our shortages of workers in 
the bush and on the farms 
Then it was reported throug! 
semi-official sources that only 
200 specially selected PW’'s were 
to be kept here Then finally 
came the official announcement 
that all were going home 

It is easy to”see just what 
happened. The average citizer 
of Canada never gave a mo- 
ment’s thought to the possibility 
that these former enem! 
ours would be kept here one 
moment longer than necessary 
But there were a few persons, 
personally interested, who saw 
in these men a solution to thei! 
problem of obtaining laborers 
for their farms and their lumber 
camps. So they went to the gov- 
ernment and requested = that 
these men be permitted to stay 
in Canada 

Pressed by the people who 
wanted the Nazis to stay the 
cabinet were apparently influ- 
enced by the arguments put up 
to them. Then apparently they 


decided that they couldn't keep# 


the PW’s unless they were prep- 
ared to permit 1€ to remain 
in Canada as long as they de- 
sired. Hence the decision to 
keep a selected few 


NOW SOME OF these PW's 
undoubtedly were very fine 
specimens—after their own fash- 
ion Probably some of them 
had been of service to the Can- 
adian government as stool-pige- 
ons and informers, It was decid- 
ed, at any event, that it would 
be in the best interest of al] to 


permit 200 of them to remain 


and become Canadians. This 
decision was made public 


At this point the public who 


had never considered the pos- 
sibility of such a thing hap- 
pening awakened with a shock 
From Legion branches, from 
various other organizations, 
from public figures and privat 
citizens a whole rain of protest 
poured into Ottawa, It then be- 
came apparent that the cabinet 
had up to this point only heard 
one side of the story. And that 
was the small private _ side 
When the whole picture appear- 
1 before them the cabinet sud- 


denly realized they had stumb- 


led into a hornet’s nest and were 


preparing to act unwisely 
The result was that in view 
of the sudden and vehement op- 


position which developed it was 
decided that an about face was 


in order. Se without any cerem- 
ony whatever it was announced 


that all the Germans were going 


back where they came from— 


where they belong. And gone 


they have!

high tide of domestic misery, 
brought about by snap marriages 
entered into on the impulse of the 
moment, or a couple of cocktails 
Boy meets girl, and because they 
like the same kind of pie they de 
cide that thev are predestined 
soulmates and rush off to the 
nearest justice of the peace to tie 
the knot. Or they marry perfect 
strangers because all the other 
youngsters are doing it, or because 
they have the idiotic notion that 
there is Something particularly 
romantic in falling in love at first 
sight. 

And so we have had the quick 
order marriages that have given us 
the all-high divorce record that 
was the automatic result when 
those who had married in a hurry 
got their bargain home and took a 
second Jook at it and found they had 
lost their taste for it. But you 
ean't call off a marriage as easily 
as you can a date to the movies 
and behind these divorses are the 
hordes of fatherless little children, 
who are still 
children themselves, struggling with

Chalk up one 
umph for the constant reiteration 
that teething is a natural process 
and goes on continuously from the 
pre-natal period to about the third 
year of life

anxieties, If there were no teeth 
at the fifth to the seventh month, 
then she worried about that, Id 
he baby spit up, or had a little 
fever or acted cranky, or failed to 
sleep, she put it down as expected 
conduct because he was teething 
During hot weather she starved the 
child for fear his teeth might upset 


him and endured patiently the be- 
|havior that was the result of his 
hunger 

This, happily, is a thing of the 
past. I hear from enough mothers 
jfrom enough communities, to as- 
sert that questions about teething 
lag behind all the rest. The more 
generous way in which babies are 
fed is undoubtedly the answer to it
